Colleges Doing Good Job? 



Very shortly another group of students will graduate, and leave 
college. They will also probably leave behind them tho penurious, 
penny pinching days of university life with Its memories of exams, 
and. parties, debates and lectures, and buckle down to the serious 
'business of earning a living and working towards a future. The 
modern university graduate has little fear of not finding a job, 
though many, In tho. rosy flush of leaving college with q. degree 
expect too much In salary and position. Graduation Is not really 
an end; it Is only a beginning. 

A few students, may have boon happy enough or Interested 
enough to stay on at college in order to . do graduate work. Most 
students feel that four years of university life are. enough at 
one go, and that If they feel like doing graduate work they can 
always come back later. But later, when' responsibilities accrue, 
too often become* never. The time for continuing towards a 
further degree Is Immediately after graduation. Many students 
have found this out to bo true when they have returned to do 
graduate work after a period of years and been forced to work 
hard to catch up. Just before graduation Is tho right time to make 
inquiries and to assess the value of graduate work. 

In the Faculty of Graduate Studies and Research there is large 
number of foreign students. The Faculty ltse|f is well studded with 
English professors as well as others from other countries, all 
holding several degrees. In the government there Is a surprisingly 
largo number of British "New. Canadians" In senior poi 
of them have taken advanced degrees. And yet there 
few Canadian applicants for such scholarships as those 
under the Carnegie Programme for Arctic Research. With well 
paid job i awaiting, it Is hard for the average student to think 
of living a few more years with very little money, and having 
to work hard. Graduate work may seem" a long, tough road to 
• the top; But In tho long run, and with more and more students 
pouring out of universities with only a B.A. or B.Sc. degree, and 
In view of thé need for specialisation and research training, In 
•very aspect of modem life, It may be the only way. 



Minneapolis — ( ACP) — Edu- 
cators, politicians, parents and 
many other interested individuals 
have discussed the kind of a Job' 
colleges are doing in educating 
the youth of this nation for the 
future.
